Chicago, Jan, 15. — In the nominal 
custody of federal officers, Jack John­ 
son, negro pugilist, arriv ed in Chicago 
last night from Hattie Creek, Mich., and 
will hav e to explain to Judge Carpen­ 
ter the reasons which prompted him to 
go to an outlying railroad station and 
board a train for Toronto, Canada, 
while he was at liberty on bonds of 
$30,000 awaiting trial under an indict­ 
ment charging v iolation of the Mann 
white slav e act. 
Should the explana­ 
tion the negro offers not prov e satis­ 
factory to Judge Carpenter, the bonds 
in all probability will be set aside and 
the pugilist remanded to jail to await 
trial. 
Federal officials in Chicago seem to 
be conv inced that Johnson, who was 
taken from a train speeding toward the 
international boundary line. w?as mak­ 
ing an attempt to leav e the United 
States far behind him. 
The offense 
for which .Johnson was indicted is not 
extraditable and there hav e been fre­ 
quent reports that the black would 
rather lose money than stand trial. 
This opinion is strengthened in the 
minds of the department of justice of­ 
ficials from the fact that the baggage 
of the negro and his white wife and 
v alet consisted of three big trunks, 
three suitcases and an assortment of 
smaller baggage, enough in fact to 
take them around the world. 
When the department of justice of­ 
ficials learned that Johnson had left 
the city without taking them into his 
confidence, they ordered his detention 
at Battle Creek, and immediately sent 
an officer to bring him back. Johnson 
said he was going to Toronto for a few 
days to consult with his manager con­ 
cerning a fight with A1 Palzer.

bondsmen and they said it would be 
all right for me to go, and my attorney 
told me the same.

WeB Informed Views on the Subject 


Hold That Action of Balkan Allies 


Is Merely Recommend ation to Their 


Resp ective 
Governments and 
Will 


Have to 
Be Consid ered by Three 


Cabinets Before Becoming Effective. 


London, Jan. 15.—Although it caused 
the war clouds to lower ominously, the 
bombshell thrown out by the allies by 
announcing that they were going back 
to their respectiv e countries and that 
the 
war 
would 
be 
resumed, 
is 
not equiv alent to a rupture of the ne­ 
gotiations. Not only is the threat of a 
resumption of the war conditional on 
Turkey’s non-compliance with the ad­ 
v ice of the powers, but according to 
some well-informed v iews, the note of 
the delegates of the allies to Sir Ed­ 
ward Grey, the British foreign secre­ 
tary, is merely a recommendation to 
their respectiv e gov ernments, and it 
will hav e to be considered by three 
cabinets before it can be effectiv e. 
This rather suggests the tail wagging 
the dog. 
Another v ersion is that the dele­ 
gates are acting in obedience to orders 
from their gov ernments and hav e re­ 
solv ed on a plan of action which they 
will keep secret until the last moment, 
as they are pledged to await the rep­ 
resentations of the ambassadors at 
Constantinople k° the porte. 
The decision definitely to break up 
the peace conference in London sim­ 
ultaneously with the presentation to 
the Turkish gov ernment of the note 
of the European powers will be com­ 
municated to the porte in a formal 
note. 
At the same time it was decid­ 
ed to instruct the commanders of the 
armed forces of the allies in the field 
to terminate the armistice which has 
been in operation since Dec. 3. 
Since that date hostilities between 
Bulgaria and Serv ia on the one side 
and Turkey on the other hav e ceased. 
Greece, which did not sign the armis­ 
tice protocol, has continued fighting 
against Turkey, both on sea and land, 
with v arying success. 
Montenegro, 
also, which was nominally a party to 
the armistice, has been engaged in the 
interim in many sev ere skirmishes 
with the troops forming the garrison 
of the Turkish fortress of Scutari, 
which shows no sign of yielding. 
It 
is believ ed that the Ottoman troops 
there, most of whom form part of the 
regular army, are fairly well prov ided 
with food and ammunition, as Scutari 
was always a great center of the grain 
trade and the Turks hav e a considera­ 
ble arsenal there. 
Janina, in the south of Epirus, was 
the rallying point for a large force of 
Turkish troops who escaped from Mon- 
astir and other places in Macedonia 
and Albania. The Greeks hav e closed 
all approaches to the fortress from the 
south, but to the north and west the 
communications are still open and the 
Turks there are able to obtain sup­ 
plies. 
Conflicting reports as to conditions 
in the great fortress of Adrianople are 
current, but it. appears ev ident that the 
Turkish troops and inhabitants of the 
city are suffering greatly from dis­ 
ease and lack of supplies. They hav e 
been besieged since the last week of 
October by the Bulgarians, who l.iv e 
since been reinforced by large bodies 
of Serv ians fresh from the v ictories 
on the other side of the Balkan jv enin- 
sula. 
Before the Tchatalja lines defend­ 
ing Constantinople is a great army of 
Bulgarians, strongly intrenched, and 
fronting them are large bodies of 
Turkish troops, some of them the rem­ 
nants of the defeated armies which 
fled before the adv ancing Bulgarians 
and other fresh troops brought up from 
the Turkish prov inces of Asia Minor. 
The threatening note of the allies to 
the Turks is to be worded in such a 
way that it will become effectiv e only 
if the Ottoman gov ernment refuses 
compliance with the adv ice giv en by 
the ambassadors of the European pow­ 
ers. 
The members of the Balkan 
league are of the opinion that the note 
drafted by the diplomats is so weak 
that it requires some sharp hacking 
and this, they think, will be supplied 
by their threat to continue hostilities.

OUT OF THE GLOOM 


URDER as a science, which 
has leaped in great bounds 
ahead of organized efforts to­ 
ward the detection of that 
1 crime, was pictured to county officials 
; in Chicago by criminologists arguing 
on the need of a “ science bureau” in 
the coroner’s oflice. 
Scientific sla ying of human beings in 
! manners almost impossible of detec­ 
tion was described to the amazed offi­ 
cials by Professor Walter S. Haines. 
{whose chemistry for years has com- 
bated the murderers, whose weapon is 
poison. 
Professor Ila ines told how the mod­ 
ern murderer has found in the scien­ 
tists’ bacilli a weapon equally as dead­ 
ly as the knife, the revolver and the 
ordinary poison without the tellta le 
traces of any of these. 
His hearers 
shuddered at his vivid portrayal of 
1 » resent day murders committed under 
cover of science. 
Twentieth century methods of com­ 
mitting murder that give the criminal 
almost as thorough protection as if he 
were possessed of the good fairy’s in­ 
visible» mantle were described. 
In his 
recital Professor Haines wa s backed 
lip by I)r. Ludwig Ilektoen, another 
authority. 


Would Form Bureau. 


With Dr. Ilektoen Professor Ila ines 
is pioneering in the work of esta blish­ 
ing the scientific bureau to devise 
w ays and means to combat murder by 
typhus germs, by cobra poison, by 
deadly pricks and by other methods 
that give to the murderer immunity 
even from suspicion. 
Professor Haines offered the sta r­ 
tling information that crime is more 
successful 
than 
business—in 
other 
words, that the percentage of murder­ 
ers detected in their crime is less than 
the percentage of men who succeeded 
in commercial ventures. 
Coroner Hoffman joined with Pro­ 
fessor Haines in asking the finance 
committee of the Cook county board 
for an appropriation of $2.500 a year 
for a chemist, $75 a mouth for an a s­ 
sista nt and $1,000 for apparatus in or­ 
der to lay bare a larger percentage of 
murders that are committed by scien­ 
tific cunning. 
Market For Germs. 


Harry Olson, chief justice of the mu­ 
nicipal court, who is also a member of 
the coroner's advisory board, created 
a sensation of his own by the sta te­ 
ment that criminals are actually in 
the market today for deadly bacilli. 
“ Of late I have heard of different j 
instances where suspicious characters 
have attempted to purchase typhoid 
germs,” J udge Olson told the county 
commissioners. 
“ What did they want 
with them? 
And if the germs were 
used 
with 
murderous intent, 
what 
means have we of detecting the guiltv 


dealing arsenic were held up as weap­ 
ons that had been abandoned in favor 
of the sa fer capsule filled with the life 
destreyer that works slowly, but sure­ 
ly. 
Stealthy “ doctoring” of foodstuffs 
was pictured as the method that had 
supplanted the old time wa yla ying of 
victims. 
Finally the transformation of the 
death scene from one of violence to 
peace was depicted. 
“ It is hard to think of a murderer's 
1 victim leaving this world in an appar­ 
ently natural manner, surrounded by 
the members of his family, but there 
are such 
murders, 
as science 
will 
show,” declared Professor Haines. 
Then the already shuddering county 
commissioners 
were 
introduced 
to 
what is known as the horrible “ cobra 
death,” which is still much of a mys­ 
tery to science. 
They learned how a 
man might die a fter a few minutes of 
excruciating agony and leave not a sin­ 
gle trace of the cause. 


Hard Task For Science. 
“ It is just such deaths that science 
must combat if the rapidly progressing 
scientific murderer is to meet with any 
opposition from the la w.” said Profes­ 
sor Ilaines. 
“ A cobra \poisoued pin can convey 
sure death and a horrible one with the 
slightest scratch, a scratch so slight 
one would uot notice it.” 
H a lf of the deaths that come to the 
attention of the coroner’s office require 
scientific explanations, according to the 
statem ent of Coroner Hoffman, who 
summed up the arguments before Mr. 
McCormick and his colleagues. 
“ In the absence of chem ists and the 
necessary apparatus for scientific in­ 
vestigation these unsolved deaths go 
down on the records marked ‘cause un­ 
known.’ and criminals are making cap­ 
ital of our inability to ferret out their 
guilt.” said the coroner. 


English Surgeon’s Opinion. 


J ames Cautiie, a noted surgeon of 
London, has taken up the report of sci­ 
entific murder investigation from Chi­ 
cago with serious interest. 
The able 
Englishman in an interview corrobo­ 
rated the scientific sta tem ents made by 
the American criminologists that cobra 
poison could be injected into the victim 
so as to cause death and be beyond de­ 
tection. 
lie is ii little skeptical of the 
theory that tuberculosis germs could 
be administered through the mouth 
with deadly effect. 
“ We are not sure that the germ of 
tuberculosis is communicable in this 
wa y,’’ said Professor Cantile. 
“ The 
stomach ga stric juices are excellent 
protectors against germs, even those 
of cholera, 
which 
might 
be taken 
through the mouth without any com­ 
munication. This has been done in the 
laboratory. 
It would be necessary to

He says that on three occasions a t­ 
tempts have been made to damage the 
engines of military aeroplanes so that 
they would break down while in flight. 
The outrage is obviously the work of 
experts. 
• 
Mr. Santoni’s charges in a letter to 
Flight are that Lieutenant J . C. Porte, 
It. N\. was flying in a military two 
seated aeroplane with a 100 horsepow­ 
er Anzani engine over Salisbury plain 
Dec. 22, with a distinguished naval of­ 
ficer as passenger. 
After half a circle 
of the aerodrome the engine suddenly 
stopped when Lieutenant Porte was 
150 feet over the trees surrouuding the 
aerodrome. 
By marvelous skill he managed to 
land inside the aerodrome fence. 
Had 
the engine stopped five seconds before 
he would have had no alternative but 
to come down on the trees, when the 
machine would have been wrecked. 


as the coward must have known tha t 
Lieutenant I’orte seldom flew on the 
machine alone. 
His escape was one 
chance in a thousand, especially as a 
nasty wind was blowing, making condi­ 
tions ail the more dangerous. 
On the day previous the saine ma­ 
chine was flown by Lieutenant I’orte, 
and another military two seated Brit­ 
ish Deperdussiu monoplane was flown 
by O. Derove, chief pilot for the Italian 
Deperdussiu firm.

Senato r Bernard B. Shiv ely has in­ 
tro duced a public utilities bill pro po s­ 
ing to enlarge the po wers o f the rail­ 
ro ad co mmissio n so as to bring under 
its jurisdictio n the regulatio n o f all 
kinds o f public utilities. 
W. W. Spen­ 
cer, the Demo cratic flo o r leader in the 
ho use, also has been busy o n a public 
utilities bill. 
In all respects, except 
that o f extending the po wers o f the 
railro ad co mmissio n to co v er all pub­ 
lic utilities, his v iews co incide with 
the pro v isio ns o f the Shiv ely bill. The 
Shiv ely 
public 
utilities 
bill 
differs 
fundamentally fro m the Dill Intro duced 
in the ho use by Representativ e Jo hn 
J. Keegan in being mo re specific as to 
the steps taken by the co mmissio n and 
in leav ing le ss necessity fo r legisla­ 
tiv e and judicial actio n by the eo mnv s- 
sio n. 
In o ther wo rds the Shiv ely 
pro v ides fo r regulatio n and co ntro l <4 
utility co mpanies by law thro ugh a 
co mmissio n, whereas the Keegan hill 
v ests regulatio n and co ntro l largely in 
the co mmissio n itself. 
A bill to establish a minimum wage 
co mmissio n, with the po wer to inv es­ 
tigate and make reco mmendatio ns in 
regard to minimum w a g es fo r wo men 
and children, and to publish its find­ 
ings. was intro duced in the ho use by 
Keegan o f Indianapo lis. 
The co mmis­ 
sio n pro v ided fo r in the hill wo uld 
co nsist o f three perso ns, appo inted by 
the go v erno r, o ne o f the m em bers be­ 
ing a wo man. 
In the senate a reso lutio n by Sena­ 
to r Kistler was ado pted, demanding a 
share o f federal “po rk” fo r Indiana 
streams. 
The reso lutio n calls upo n 
the United States senato rs and the 
co ngressmen fro m Indiana to wo rk 
fo r the p assag e o f appro priatio n bills 
which will assist in making nav igable 
the stream s o f Indiana, and urges ail 
legislatio n which will assist in creat­ 
ing waterways to the o cean. 
Senato r Ro wland H. Jackso n has 
submitted a bill which wo uld change 
the present metho ds o f punishing per­ 
so ns fo und guilty o f o ffenses classed 
as “capital.“ 
At the present time 
death by hanging is pro v ided as the 
o nly punishment fo r m urder in the 
first degree and m urder under so me 
o ther circumstances. 
Jackso n wo uld 
m ake electro cutio n 
the 
punishm ent 
and do away entirely with the o ld 
hanging system. 
The senate accepted the inv itatio n, 
prev io usly accepted by the .ho use, to 
attend a “sm o ker“ giv en by Tho m as 
Taggart at the Deniso n ho tel, and the
